Poor Asylum—Visited July, 1916. 


The buildings are old, and it requires 
more of an effort to 
keep 
things 


looking well than if the '• structure 
were modern Everything about the 
place is well kept and the living 
apartments frequently -scoured and 
scalded and disinfected. The beds, 
floors, ta'bels, windows—in fact, ev- 
erything, was clean. Every room is 
in good order. 
No vermin and no 


flies. The food is substantial, well 
cooked and plentiful and the inmates 
are satisfied and contented. Popu- 
lation: 13 men and 5 women. The 
grounds surrounding the houses are 
beautiful, with an 
abundance of 


shade. Nearly all the inmates were 
on the lawn under the trees, where 
seats :are provided. Outdoor services 
are held Sunday afternoons. 
The 


lawn is well kept. The garden is free 
from weeds' and in fine condition.
